It closes nt a hostile or thoughtless 
touch, not, rapiilly, for it can't do any- 
thing very rapidly, hut aa rapidly as it 
can, curling its tontaoloa inward" and 
covering them over with ita outer skin 
and flattening it down upon tho rock. 
Entitis not disturbed by its friouils. 
Ill ono of tho smaller glass tanks at tho 
city's aquarium at Castle Garden thoro 
are several little sea anemones taken 
from spiles and stones about the Bat- 
tery. . In tho same tank, almost within 
roach of these anemones, are somo com- 
mon barnacles— little ones, half an inch 
or so in diameter. 
Lacking in beauty 


as tho barnacle may bo, it is provided 
with a most wonderful handliko mem- 
ber, which it throws up from ita shell, 
with which it swoops the water for 
food, the minute animalcnhn upon 
which it feeds. 


Olio of thoso barnacles is m close to 


ono of tho little anemones that when ho 
flings hia not it almost or quite touches 
tho tips of tho nnomono'9 tentacles, 
which spread like tho mostdolionto and 
feathery branches of tho tiniest littlo 
tree.
